'The worst 
possible 
start for 
us' says 
Hodgson 

Roy Hodgson believes there is a 
lot of work to do after his reign as 
Crystal Palace manager began 
with a 1-0 defeat to Saints at 
Selhurst Park. 

Hodgson replaced Frank de 
Boer in midweek after the Eagles 
had started the Premier League 
season with four straight defeats 
and no goals. 

But despite the change in the 
dugout, it was a familiar story on 
the pitch as Steven Davis’ sixth- 
minute goal settled matters. 

That means Palace have become 
the first ever top-flight team to 
lose each of their opening five 
league fixtures without scoring a 
goal. 

Hodgson admitted: “It was the 
worst possible start, conceding 
the goal so early, a team that’s 
obviously a little bit nervous and 
anxious anyway becomes even 
more nervous and anxious. 

“I thought in the first half we 
were very nervous, people didn’t 
show any real confidence on the 
ball at all. 

“The desire was there but 
unfortunately it was a frantic 
desire, it was a desire where 
you’re chasing and hoping, not a 
desire where you’re in control and 
moving the ball around well and 
causing the opponents lots of 
problems. 

Bad start 

“The more we work together the 
better, I think, we will become. It’s 
a disappointing to get a bad start. 

“You talk up the benefits and 
bonuses of a good start but 
unfortunately talk doesn’t get you 
that. 

“The only thing that will get you 
a good start is a performance 
where you score more goals 
against the opposition and we 
certainly didn’t do that today. 

“We’ve already had four defeats, 
now it’s five, but nothing I can say 
will change those five results, 
nothing I can say will score a goal 
in those five games or give us any 
points from those five games. 

“It’s a question what you do 
going forward. 

“Confidence is an issue in every 
football team.

Saints picked up their first away 
win of the season as Virgil van 
Dijk made his much anticipated 
comeback. 

Steven Davis scored the only 
goal as Saints defeated rock bot¬ 
tom Crystal Palace at Selhurst 
Park in Roy Hodgson’s first match 
in charge of the Eagles. 

While the match itself will not 
live too long in the memory, it 
was an important three points for 
Saints as it marked their second 
win of the campaign thus far and 
their first on the road. 

It also heralded an important 
moment as van Dijk was reintro¬ 
duced for the final few minutes 
having been ruled out since Janu¬ 
ary, firstly by injury and then his 
desire to leave the club, which 
culminated in a transfer request. 

Palace were in an upbeat mood 
at the start after a rousing recep¬ 
tion for new manager Hodgson 
and got forward immediately, but 
Andros Townsend hooked a shot 
well off target. 

Up the other end Davis got a

Virgil van Dijk was back on the bench 
for Saints for the first time since his 
transfer stand-off. 

The Dutch centre half handed in a 
summer transfer request but St Mary’s 
officials refused to sell him. 

Mauricio Pellegrino brought him back 
into the squad to face Crystal Palace 
after the 26-year-old, who has been out 
through injury since January, came 
through an under-23s game on Monday 
night. 

Maya Yoshida, Mario Lemina, Dusan 
Tadic and Shane Long also got recalls 
with Jack Stephens, James Ward- 
Prowse, Sofiane Boufal and Manolo 

fairly weak effort on target but it 
was a simple save for Wayne Hen¬ 
nessey. 

However, there was no denying 
the Northern Ireland skipper on 
six minutes as he gave Saints the 
lead. 

Davis, playing his 200th game 
for Saints, started the move by 
slipping the ball out to Dusan 
Tadic on the right. He skipped 
outside Jeffrey Schlupp and put 
in a low cross that Hennessey 
dived to palm out, but only as far 
as Davis whose first time side-

footed finish was directed into the 
bottom corner. 

Palace were unravelling defen¬ 
sively and Shane Long had a pre¬ 
sentable chance from a diagonal 
cross by Tadic from the right. He 
attempted to loop a header back 
over Hennessey but it drifted over. 

Christian Benteke should have 
levelled on 16 minutes as he was 
presented with the chance to 
shoot first time on the turn in¬ 
side the six yard box after Nathan 
Redmond had slipped and Ruben 
Loftus-Cheek’s cross had taken a 


slight deflection. 

The big striker’s effort wasn’t 
particularly well struck and at a 
perfect height and direction for 
Fraser Forster, who stood big to 
block from close range. 

Redmond struck an effort from 
25 yards but it was straight at 
Hennessey as Saints continued to 
pressurise a creaky Palace. 

Loftus-Cheek served Saints a re¬ 
minder their lead was not yet a se¬ 
cure one as he drove forward and 
unleashed a powerful low drive 
that zipped just wide. 

Moments later he battled his 
way into the area and was only 
denied by a last ditch challenge 
from Ryan Bertrand. 

Yohan Cabaye became the first 
player to pick up a yellow card for 
a late challenge on Mario Lemina. 

Saints threatened to finish the 
first half with another goal to give 
themselves a cushion to show for 
their dominance. 

However, Tadic’s shot in the 
area was bravely blocked, while 
Hennessey was able to get down 
to his right to save from Red¬ 
mond’s low effort from just out¬ 
side the box. 

Townsend had the final shot of 
the half but slashed a half volley 
well wide of the target.

At the break Saints had the lead 
and were comfortably the better 
team, but knew they would ide¬ 
ally get themselves another goal 
to start to feel more secure. 

Saints rode their luck at the be¬ 
ginning of the second half as Pal¬ 
ace created two great chances in 
the space of a minute. 

Firstly, nobody in a Palace shirt 
was able to get a decisive touch 
on Loftus-Cheek’s drilled low ball 
across the six yard box. 

Then, just moments later, Sch- 
lupp found Jason Puncheon with 
a low ball from the left but the for¬ 
mer Saints man put his shot from 
close range straight at the diving 
Forster when virtually anywhere 
else would have been a goal. 

Scott Dann went in the book af¬ 
ter hauling down Davis as Saints 
tried to wrestle back control of 
the game as the conditions at 
Selhurst Park changed from sun¬ 
shine to driving rain. 

James McArthur quickly fol¬ 
lowed after a couple of fouls in 
quick succession. 

The game was starting to drift 
a little and Hodgson tried to do 
something about it with Luka 
Milivojevic replacing McArthur 
on 69 minutes. 

Long was shown a yellow card 


for dissent as Saints got increas¬ 
ingly frustrated with referee Rob¬ 
ert Madley. 

However, the most important 
thing for them was to keep their 
lead intact. 

Joel Ward got a head on a deep 
free kick but it was simple for 
Forster. 

There were boos of disapproval 
ringing around Selhurst Park 
as Palace took off Loftus-Cheek, 
who had been their brightest at¬ 
tacking threat in the game, re¬ 
placing him with Bakary Sako. 

Opportunities had been few and 


far between for Saints in the sec¬ 
ond period but they had a great 
chance to kill off the game on 79 
minutes. 

Davis whipped in an inswing¬ 
ing corner that found Oriol 
Romeu totally unmarked eight 
yards out, but he headed over the 
bar. 

Saints made their first change 
to try and shore things up for the 
final five minutes with James 
Ward-Prowse coming on for Red¬ 
mond. 

They knew what was going to 
be coming as Palace prepared to 


lump even more long balls up to 
Christian Benteke. 

Saints had dealt with it well 
all afternoon, with Lemina also 
providing an excellent shield in 
front of the back four. 

To be fair, Palace hadn’t looked 
much like scoring for the major¬ 
ity of the game but Pellegrino 
knew that without the cushion 
of a second goal his team would 
have to dig in. 

To help them cope with the 
potential aerial bombardment 
he brought on van Dijk for his 
first appearance since January 
22 and also since handing in a 
transfer request. 

He replaced Tadic as Saints 
went with five at the back for 
the closing stages. 

The Saints fans responded by 
singing his name and applaud¬ 
ing him on to the pitch. 

Cedric Soares almost wrapped 
things up as he cut inside from 
the right and hit a left-footed 
shot that Hennessey saved with 
his legs at the near post. 

Manolo Gabbiadini replaced 
Long as Saints looked to run 
down the five minutes of added 
time, which they duly did with¬ 
out too many dramas. 



Pellegrino:

Mauricio Pellegrino hailed an 
“important” win for his side as they 
beat Premier League basement 
dwellers Crystal Palace. 

Defeat at home to Watford last 
weekend left Saints really needing a 
victory to boost morale up against 
Palace in Roy Hodgson’s first game 
in charge of the Eagles. 

Steven Davis scored what proved 
to be the winner early in the game, 
much to the delight of the Saints 
boss. 

“It was an important game for us. 
To win on this pitch is not easy,” 
admitted Pellegrino. 

“Obviously everybody is happy, we 
are really happy, about the result, 
but also how we achieved the game 
from the beginning. 

“The team was really focussed and 
in second ball. 

“It is not just (Christian) Benteke 
but the people that is around him 
and in front of him, because Palace 
have a group of players with quality. 

“We controlled the ball and it is

something we need to improve. 

“We have a group of players with 
the quality and the capacity to keep 
the ball and I think we did well. 

“This is important news for us, the 
performance of the team.” 

Saints have now kept successive 
clean sheets in their two away 
league games, following a 0-0 
stalemate at Huddersfield last 
month. 

Davis’ goal was only Saints’ 
second in open play in five league 
games, and only their sixth in their 
last 19 and a half hours of Premier 
League action.

But the confidence only comes 
when you start playing well, seeing 
the work that you’re trying to do pay 
off, in particular in terms of results. 

“The guys this year have not had 
this chance, this is a further blow.” 

Davis struck on his 200th 
appearance for Saints, who bounced 
back from a home defeat to Watford. 

The Northern Ireland midfielder 
said: “It was an important game for 
us. After last week’s performance 
we were a little bit disappointed so it 
was important we came here and 
showed that sort of determination 
and edge to our game.”

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A closer look 
at Hodgson's 
Palace debut 


Roy Hodgson began life in 
the Crystal Palace hotseat 
with a bump as Saints 
inflicted a fifth straight 
Premier League defeat. 

Here, Simon Peach takes 
a closer look at the 70-year- 
old’s first match in the 
Selhurst Park dugout. 

WELCOME 

Saturday was Hodgson’s 
return to the dugout for the 
first time since overseeing 
England’s ignominious Euro 
2016 exit to Iceland. That 
performance may have put 
some off the appointment 
but, back to his Croydon 
roots, the 70-year-old was 
given a particularly warm 
welcome by the Selhurst 
Park faithful. There were no 
audible signs of frustration 
at the break despite Palace 
going in 1-0 behind. Hodgson 
stood in the technical area 
as the rain poured in the 
second half, when the Eagles 
fan base were not quite so 
forgiving. Irked by their star

man Ruben Loftus-Cheek’s 
withdrawal, there were a 
smattering of boos at full¬ 
time. 

DEFENCE 

Hodgson needs to bring 
organisation and resilience 
to the backline, just as Sam 
Allardyce - another former 
Three Lions boss looking 
to make amends in south 
London - managed to do. The 
Eagles boss stuck with fans’ 
favourite Joel Ward at right- 
back and Jeffrey Schlupp 
on the opposite flank, with 
on-loan Manchester United 
centre-back Timothy Fosu- 
Mensah partnering Scott 
Dann. The backline was 
caught out embarrassingly 
frequently by diagonal balls 
to their left-back area in the 
first half. Dusan Tadic all too 
easily skipped past Schlupp 
in that area of the field and 
the resulting cross was 
parried by Wayne Hennessey 
into the path of Steven Davis 
to score what proved to be a 
sixth-minute winner.

The Frank de Boer 
experiment was over in a 
blink of an eye, with the 
appointment of Hodgson 
a nod to a more pragmatic 
style of play. Loftus-Cheek 
was the only change to last 
weekend’s harsh 1-0 loss 
at Burnley and made an 
impact, with his defensive 
nous complemented by an 
attacking instinct. Bakary 
Sako replaced him as the 
hosts chased the game, 
although the crosses 
continued to be poor on the 
whole. Fraser Forster had 
to be at his best to deny 
Christian Benteke and Jason 
Puncheon, although there 
was not much else for the

giant Saints goalkeeper to do. 

OVERALL IMPACT 


Hodgson looks to have 
his work cut out given 
Palace’s display on Saturday 
lunchtime. Hennessey’s 
goalkeeping continues to be 
questionable, the defence 
looked rickety at times and 
finding the right blend is key. 
Wilfied Zaha’s return cannot 
come quickly enough for 
a toothless attack, neither 
can a first goal having set an 
unwanted Premier League 
record of the longest start to 
a season without scoring.

It doesn’t get any easier for 
Hodgson. Indeed, it gets a 
lot worse - successive league 
trips to Manchester (City 
next weekend, followed by 
United a week later) pose 
obvious problems, and 
Hodgson’s second home 
league is against defending 
champions Chelsea. Ouch! 
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Roy looking 
to future 

Roy Hodgson insists he has got 
over the disappointment of the 
way his reign as England manager 
ended - and that the defeat by 
Iceland never once led to him 
questioning his abilities. 

The 70-year-old this weekend 
oversaw his first fixture as Crystal 
Palace manager, when they 
hosted Saints in the Premier 
League. 

It came14 months after 
Hodgson resigned from the 
England job following their 
elimination from Euro 2016. 

He recognises the division has 
“evolved” in the five years since 
he was last a Premier League 
manager, but Hodgson remains 
“absolutely” convinced he will 
lead Palace to safety. 

“Matches do get lost when 
you’re a football coach, 
particularly in tournament 
football,” Hodgson said of the 
Iceland defeat, which came to 
define his four years with 
England. 

“I enjoyed my time with 
England: a huge honour. I have 
very good memories of those 
times, the people and players I 
worked with. But it’s over. That 
time has gone. That chapter is 
finished. I’m focused on the next 
one: Crystal Palace, Crystal 
Palace, Crystal Palace. 

“Careers are defined by small

moments. Nothing I can say or do 
will change that. It was a four-year 
period; one I look back on with 
satisfaction on a lot of things. But 
I can’t look back with satisfaction 
with not progressing at 
tournaments in the way we’d have 
liked. 

“It’s a chapter that’s finished, in 
the past as far as I’m concerned, 
and now it’s a chapter in the book 
of life opening for me, and one 
I’m looking forward to. One I’m 
hoping brings joy to the fans of 
Crystal Palace. 

“I believe the team will stay up. 
Absolutely. I wouldn’t have taken 
the job if I didn’t believe that.” 

Hodgson has previously 
succeeded in inspiring both 
Fulham and West Brom to safety. 

He also joined each at far later 
stages of the season. 

“(With) Fulham I had 18 games, 
West Brom 12 games,” Hodgson 
said. “This is a 34-game season. 
Our focus is really on May, not the 
end of September. Leagues aren’t 
won or teams relegated in 
September. 

“Everything evolves. We are the 
league where the top players 
want to play, a league where the 
top managers want to work. There 
has been an evolution in the right 
way.”

CHRISTCHURCH manager Ol¬ 
lie Cherrett criticised the timing 
of Weymouth’s withdrawal from 
Sydenhams Wessex One and said it 
had left “a sour taste in the mouth.”

“It is disappointing and the timing 
has certainly left a sour taste in the 
mouth. 

“Their excellent facilities en¬ 
hanced the league and Ray Pearce 
and Hilary Billimore had run the 


team very professionally, so it is a 
great shame to lose them. 

“But they had a new manager in 
the summer and if he felt the re¬ 
serves wasn’t what he was looking 
to do, perhaps then would have been 
a better time to pull out rather than 
eight games into the season. 

“It is frustrating from an opposi¬ 
tion team’s point of view and we 
are one of eight clubs to have played 
them in a game that has now been 
rendered meaningless. 

“I was very much in favour of them 
coming into the league. 

“I thought it would strengthen 
it on and off the pitch, but maybe 
this shows the pitfalls with reserve 
teams. 

“Perhaps the league were correct 
in saying reserve teams should not 
be allowed in. 

“Let’s just hope Weymouth haven’t 
ruined it for a club which wants to 
come in for the right reasons.” 


Weymouth chairman Steve Mills 
believes the future of the club 
“looks amazing” despite the sudden 
demise of the reserves. 

He said the club had been “redi¬ 
rected” after the success of a recent 
youth tournament, adding that the 
Terras only have “so many resourc¬ 
es”. 

“We did not expect it (the youth 
section) to grow quite as fast as it 
has within a couple of weeks. We 
had to concentrate on what the club 
want,” he explained. 

“The future of Weymouth Foot¬ 
ball Club looks amazing.” 

Commenting on the decision to 
withdraw the reserves, he added: 
“It was not taken lightly. We’ve got 
some players who have been with 
us for quite a while. 

“The players have taken it very 
well. Some have gone away just to 
think about what they want to do 
next.”

Weymouth’s decision coincides 
with the resignation of reserve 
team boss Bradley Asagba due to 
a “lifestyle reorientation.” 

Asagba’s charges had made a 
poor start to the season, winning 
just two and losing six of their 
eight games and, at the time of 
their withdrawal, they sat 15th in 
the 19-strong division. 

This was Weymouth Reserves’ 
second season in the Wessex 
ranks. 

They were voted in at last sum¬ 
mer’s league AGM despite several 
club representatives - most no¬ 
tably Hythe & Dibden chairman 
Dave Cox - having grave reserves 
about allowing a reserve team to 
enter the league. 

Even SWL chairman Ian Hoare 
admitted he didn’t think it was 
“right for the league” but he 
stressed that, in keeping with 
the FA’s standardised rules, Wey¬ 
mouth had qualified for promo¬ 
tion through league position and 
ground grading and were “part of 
the system.” 


An SWL statement regarding 
Weymouth Reserves’ withdrawal 
said: “We have been advised by 
Weymouth Football Club that 
they have disbanded their reserve 
side with immediate effect to con¬ 
centrate all their energies and fi¬ 
nances on their senior side. 

“Therefore all fixtures relating 
to Weymouth Reserves are can¬ 
celled as of now and their record 
will be expunged from the League 
on Full-Time in due course. 

“This casts no reflection whatso¬ 
ever on Ray Pearce (reserve team 
secretary) and his colleagues who 
have looked after all aspects of 
the side so well since their joining 
the League and who are obviously 
greatly upset by the decision. 

“The withdrawal will be dealt 
with under league rules,” 

Asagba maintained that “man¬ 
agement is 100 per cent for me” 
despite ending his tenure at the 
Bob Lucas Stadium. 

He is particularly proud of the 
development of young players 
during his time at Weymouth and 
said: “I’ll look back quite fondly 
in terms of where the club was 
when I took it over.

“Players going on to play for the 
first team and then higher with 
other teams is something I’ll look 
back on as a success.” 

A Weymouth FC statement re¬ 
garding the reserve team’s with¬ 
drawal explained: “The difficult 
decision was not taken lightly 
and was made with a very heavy 
heart. 

“It is based on future restruc¬ 
turing of the club’s set-up and the 
successful reintroduction of the 
youth section this season.”

DEFIANT boss Tom Killick 
insists he will stick with the 
nucleus of his Poole Town 
squad following a desperate¬ 
ly disappointing start to the 
Vanarama National League 
South season. 

The Dolphins’ wretched run 
continued as they followed 
Saturday’s 2-0 defeat at Well¬ 
ing with a 4-1 reverse at Weald- 
stone on Monday, leaving them 
third to bottom with just eight 
points from 11 games. 

Although Killick admitted 
the mood in the camp was 
“unhappy”, he said he was de¬ 
termined not to make drastic 
changes in a bid to turn their 
dismal form around. 

“We have had heartbreaking 
moments but, in terms of a run 
of results, there is nothing that 
has ever come close to compare 
with this,” he confessed. 

“Suddenly, you are in a run 
like this and you start doubt¬ 
ing everything you have ever 
done. 

“Sometimes it’s easy to com¬ 
pletely change things that have 
worked consistently over the 
years. 

“It’s almost easy for me to 
say ‘right, the pure fact of the 
matter is this group of players 
are not good enough’, there¬ 
fore you pretty much change 
as many of the players as you 
can. 

“There has to be a balance. 
You have to try to change 
things to a degree but you can 
go too far the other way and rip 


up everything. 

“Why would you do that 
when it has brought us a lot of 
success over the years? 

“I am not prepared to do that. 
I will stick, by and large, by 
this group of players and, if it 
ends up being the end of me, it 
will be the end of me. That is 
how I will deal with it.” 

Asked whether it was too 
early to suggest Poole were in 
a relegation battle, Killick was 
honest in his assessment of the 
Dolphins’ predicament. 

“No, I don’t think it is too 
early because the way they 
have front-loaded the fixtures, 
we are a quarter of the way 
through the season and we 
have eight points,” he said. 

“We are going to have to pro¬ 
duce a good run of results to 
get ourselves in a more stable 
position, so already you would 
have to say the objectives have 
drifted a little.” 

Former Winchester City hot- 
shot Warren Bentley scored his 
fourth goal in as many games 
at Wealdstone, but Poole had 
already conceded three times 
in a disastrous six-minute spell 
at the end of the first half. 

Ex-Salisbury striker Dan 
Fitchett rubbed salt in their 
wounds with a late strike. It 
was Poole’s sixth defeat in 
their last seven games. 

“When morale is low there 
are 20 unhappy footballers, 
an unhappy manager, an un¬ 
happy assistant manager and 
an unhappy coach. It’s not an 
amazing place to be,” Killick 
admitted. 

“But you just have to try to 
stick with it - and that’s what 
we’re determined to do.”

'No way has 
Delano dived' 


MAIDSTONE United boss Jay 
Saunders rushed to Delano Sam- 
Yorke’s defence over accusations of 
diving during his side’s 1-0 National 
League win at Eastleigh. 

Sam-Yorke appeared to go down 
deliberately in the box under 
pressure from Callum Howe early in 
the second half. 

After receiving lengthy treatment 
on the pitch, he eventually made way 
for sub Johan Ter Horst. 

But, all the while, referee Alan 
Young was waiting, yellow card 
in hand, ready to book the former 
Basingstoke Town man for 
simulation. 

Saunders felt the punishment 
was unjustified, explaining: “He’s 
gone down because his hamstring’s 
tightened up. 

“He hasn’t dived.” 

Saunders did, however, accuse 
Eastleigh of a “blatant dive” which 
very nearly won them a penalty. 

The Spitfires new signing Gary 
McSheffrey went down under Reece 
Prestedge’s challenge on the right 
edge of the area and, initially, Mr 
Young pointed to the spot. 

Eastleigh defender Ayo Obileye 
seized the ball ready to take the 
penalty but, after discussions with 
his assistant, the ref awarded a free- 
kick instead. 

Even then, Saunders believed the 
official got it wrong. 

“First of all, it wasn’t a free kick, it

was a blatant dive,” he said. 

“And secondly, it was outside the 
area. I don’t quite know what the ref 
was doing there.” 

In the same fixture last year 
Eastleigh had overwhelmed

two-goal Luke Coulson. 

Saunders recalled: “We were 
outclassed here last year. I won’t 
hide from the fact. 

“I remember going away saying 
‘they’re the best team we’ve played 
this season’. 

“No disrespect to anyone who 
was here at the time, but I said to 
(assistant) Nicky Southall just as we 
kicked off tonight (Tuesday) that 
I feel a lot more confident coming 
here because it looked like we had 
some men around the team and more 
experience.” 

That confidence proved well- 
founded as a 69th-minute Zavon 
Hines strike fired the Stones to 
victory. 

Tuesday’s game saw the return 
of Maidstone’s former Eastleigh 
favourite Jai Reason to the 
Silverlake.

A DECADE ago, new Eastleigh 
signing Gary McSheffrey was 
among the most prolific strikers 
in the Championship. 

He won a £4m move to Birming¬ 
ham after scoring 17 goals in all 
competitions for Coventry City in 
2005/06. 

Then, in his first season at St 
Andrews, he justified his large 
price tag with 17 more goals as 
the Blues won promotion to the 
Premier League. 

Now 35, he arrived at the Silver- 
lake Stadium as a free agent. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
back at McSheffrey’s career. 

1998/99 

The Coventry-born McSheffrey 
created a Premier League record 
when he made his debut for the 
Sky Blues in February 1999. 

He was just 16 years and 198 
days old when Gordon Strachan 
brought him off the bench during 
the closing stages of Coventry’s 
4-1 win at Aston Villa - ex-Pompey 
striker John Aloisi and George 
Boateng both scoring twice. 

As a result, McSheffrey became 
the youngest player ever to play 
in the Premier League. 

He held that record for over 
four years until Aaron Lennon 
made his Leeds United debut at a 
younger age in August 2003. 

That short cameo appearance 
was the limit of McSheffrey’s first 
team appearances that season. 


1999/00 

Was limited to just three early 
season sub appearances in the 
Premier League, but made two 
starts in the League Cup at Tran- 
mere. 

His debut was a game to forget, 
as the Sky Blues were thrashed 
5-1 at Prenton Park against lower 
division opposition. 

McSheffrey also started the 
Highfield Road return, where 
Coventry won 3-1. 

2000/01 

McSheffrey didn’t make a single 
first team appearance as Coventry 
were relegated from the Premier 
League - ending an unbroken re¬ 
cord of 34 years in the top flight. 

2001/02 

On December 15, at Burnley, 
McSheffrey was handed his first 
ever league start - but it didn’t 
come for Coventry. 

Instead, it came on loan at 
Stockport County. The Cheshire 
club are now in the sixth tier of 
English football but back then

were Coventry’s rivals in the 
Championship. 

McSheffrey, who had made two 
sub appearances in the league pri¬ 
or to his debut - one for Coventry 
and one for Stockport - made an 
instant impact by scoring an 11th 
minute opener at Turf Moor. 

After making five league ap¬ 
pearances for the Hatters, McSh¬ 
effrey returned to Coventry. 


In his first game back, he came 
off the bench to notch his first 
goal for the Sky Blues in a 3-1 win 
at Crystal Palace in January 2002. 

During the season he appeared 
for the England under-20 side that 
beat Portugal 1-0 in the first ever 
international held at Saints’ new 
St Mary’s stadium. 

He came on as a second half sub 
for Jay Bothroyd. Other names 


in the England side that night 
included Peter Crouch, Steve Sid- 
well, Paul Konchesky, Andrew 
Johnson and Micah Richards. 

2002/03 

McSheffrey began the season 
by scoring Coventry’s winner in a 
2-1 home success against Sheffield 
United on the opening day. 


WEST HAM (2010-11) 


Nigel Adkins 


The Hammers avoided 
entering this chart for a 
second time by beating 
Huddersfield on Monday 
night, having started with 
three straight defeats - albeit 
all away from home. Their 
poor start seven years ago 
contributed to them finishing 
bottom. 

POMPEY (2009-10) 


A truly woeful campaign 
for Pompey began with seven 
straight defeats under Paul 
Hart and ended with the 
club finishing bottom with 
19 points. Hart was sacked 
in November 2009 and the 
club finished bottom of the 
table, not helped by a points 
deduction for entering 
administration. 


SUNDERLAND (2005-06) 


The Black Cats lost five in 
a row from the start of the 
season under Mick McCarthy 
in a campaign which saw 
them finish bottom of the 
league with just 15 points, the 
second-lowest PL total ever.

Three more goals followed by 
McSheffrey welcomed in October 
by scoring his first professional 
hat-trick. 

He netted a treble in Coventry’s 
8-0 League Cup rout of Rushden & 
Diamonds, who didn’t help their 
cause by having two men sent off. 

McSheffrey only netted one 
more goal in his final 24 games of 
the season - again against Crystal 


Palace at Selhurst Park. 

There was also a first ever pro¬ 
fessional red card, in a 2-2 home 
draw against Wimbledon. 

2003/04 

McSheffrey started the season 
on loan at Luton in League 2, and 
made a big impression. 

He scored eight times in his first 


12 league and cup appearances, 
but only managed one in his next 
seven. 

One of the games he didn’t score 
in was Luton’s 6-3 hammering at 
Bournemouth - Steve Fletcher (2), 
Brian Stock 2), Garreth O’Connor 
and Wade Elliott on target for the 
Cherries. 

Making his first Coventry ap¬ 
pearance of the season in the FA 


Cup third round, McSheffrey cel¬ 
ebrated by scoring in his side’s 2-1 
win. 

He then struck twice in his sec¬ 
ond league outing for Coventry in 
2003/04 - a 6-1 romp at midlands 
rivals Walsall. 

A run of seven league goals in 
nine appearances underlined his 
growing potential, with City en¬ 
joying two four-goal home wins in 
the space of four days. 

McSheffrey scored his final two 
goals of the campaign in the pe- 
nultimat game, where Coventry 
won 5-2 at Gillingham. 

McSheffrey’s new assistant 
manager - Andy Hesenthaler - 
started the game for the Gills that 
day. He didn’t finish it, though, as 
he was sent off! 

McSheffrey’s double that day 
helped him finish as Coventry’s 
leading league scorer with 11 
goals in 16 starts plus three off 
the bench. 

It was a fine effort, especially 
considering he didn’t play his 
first league game until the Janu¬ 
ary. 

2004/05 

Though he returned to Luton 
for a short loan spell early in the 
season, McSheffrey ended the 
campaign as Coventry’s leading 
marksman for the second year 
running. 

This time he struck 12 times in 
31 starts plus seven off the bench 

- ending up with one more goal 
than future Saints striker Stern 
John. 

McSheffrey also scored twice in 
an FA Cup tie against Colchester, 
and ended the season by scoring 
twice in a 6-2 win against Derby 
in what was the last ever game 
played at Highfield Road. 

2005/06 

McSheffrey struck 15 times in 
the Championship, again finish¬ 
ing as Coventry’s top scorer for 
the third season running. 

Only four players netted more 
in the second tier that term - Mar¬ 
lon King of Watford (21), Kevin 
Doyle of Reading (18), Cameron 
Jerome of Cardiff (18) and Dave 
Kitson of Reading (18). 

McSheffrey again scored twice 
in a thumping home win over 
Derby - the Rams thrashed 6-1 on 
their first visit to the Ricoh Are¬ 
na. 

The striker also scored two 
goals in the cups, including an FA 
Cup winner at Brighton. 

2006/07 

McSheffrey played the first 
handful of games for Coventry 
in the new Championship season 

- including a 2-0 loss at St Mary’s - 
before making a £4m move to mid¬ 
lands rivals Birmingham City.

The Wiltshire club finished 
13 points adrift of safety after 
the 42-game season. 

It is also worth mentioning 
Ian Branfoot’s Saints as well. 
Saints inflicted the fourth 
straight loss on the Robins 
with a 5-1 romp at The Dell. 
But, in their first eight games 
of the season, they lost the 
other seven - scoring just 
twice. Branfoot survived 
the axe, but only until the 
following January. 
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Zlatan Ibrahimovic expects 
Manchester United to achieve 
great things this season - and to 
return from injury better than 
ever. 

Written off by many upon 
switching Paris St Germain for 
Old Trafford last summer, the 
veteran striker silenced the 
doubters by netting 28 goals in 
his maiden campaign in English 
football. 

Ibrahimovic scored in both the 
EFL Cup and Community Shield 
successes at Wembley - the 
former a two-goal show against 
Saints - as well as playing a key 
role in United’s triumphant 
Europa League campaign. 

Five months on from his serious 
injury and the striker is making 
impressive progress in his 
recovery from knee ligament 
damage. 

And, having initially been 
released in the summer, has been 
rewarded with a contract until the 
end of the season. 

It is a campaign Ibrahimovic 
clearly believes can end in glory. 

United are back in the 
Champions League and entered 
this weekend top of the Premier 
League, with the 35-year-old well 
aware of the fact Jose Mourinho 
has won the title in his second 
season during all five reigns of 
major clubs.

“We can achieve great things,” 
said Ibrahimovic, whose team¬ 
mates host Everton on Sunday 
before a trip to St Mary’s next 
Saturday. 

“We have to remember the 
second year of Jose Mourinho is 
always the best one. 

“This year will be very exciting 
and with these new players the 
team is stronger, and I expect us 
to do great things. 

“I’m just waiting for the moment 
to get back to the team and to 
play with them and enjoy the 
moments.” 

A return before Christmas is on 
the cards for the former Sweden 
striker, who could reportedly even 
be back as early as November. 

Ibrahimovic has downplayed his 
injury as a “little break for a small 
injury”, although patience has 
been key during rehabilitation. 

“I feel good,” Ibrahimovic said. 

“I have trained every day since I 
had my knee operated on, there is 
no vacation. 

“It’s a new challenge but I am 
strong mentally and when I focus 
on an objective nothing can stop 
me. 

“I will go through everything, it 
doesn’t matter what’s in my way, I 
will break everything to reach my 
goal.”

After six blanks in the Cham¬ 
pionship, McSheffrey got off the 
mark for his new club with a dou¬ 
ble strike in a League Cup win 
over Wrexham. 

He broke his league duck 
against Leicester, before scoring 
twice in a 2-0 home derby win 
against West Bromwich Albion. 

McSheffrey’s second profession¬ 
al hat-trick came in December 

2006 when he struck three goals in 
a 3-1 home win over Preston. 

Ex-Saint Brett Ormerod had 
replied to McSheffrey’s first half 
double, before he completed his 
treble from the penalty spot in the 
89th minute. 

That treble formed part of a 
six-goal haul in the space of four 
matches - all wins, with Birming¬ 
ham netting 13 times - that cata¬ 
pulted the Blues firmly into the 
promotion race. 

And even though McSheffrey 
failed to score in his final 13 
league appearances, it was a race 
which ended with him winning 
promotion. 

2007/08 

It took McSheffrey 14 games to 
get off the mark in the Premier 
League. 

His first ever PL goal came 
in Birmingham’s 3-2 success at 
White Hart Lane in December 

2007 - and it came from the pen¬ 
alty spot. 

McSheffrey would go on to 
score two more league goals that 
season - against Middlesbrough 
and Manchester City - and both of 
those were spot-kicks as well. 

At the end of the campaign, Mc¬ 
Sheffrey and his club were back 
in the Championship. 

2008/09 

McSheffrey played the first sev¬ 
en games of the season - including 
a 2-0 League Cup loss at St Mary’s 
- before a knee injury ruled him 
out until early March. 

After playing just once for City, 
though, he joined Nottingham 
Forest on loan. There he only 
played four games before the knee 
injury flared up again and he re¬ 
turned to his parent club for treat¬ 
ment. 

2009/10 

McSheffrey struggled to get into 
the Birmingham team which had 
returned to the top flight after a 
year’s absence. He only managed 
five league appearances prior to 
joining Leeds on loan. There he 
played 10 League 1 games, includ¬ 


ing a 1-0 loss at St Mary’s. McSh¬ 
effrey managed just one goal, in 
a 2-1 home loss to Walsall - but 
Leeds still ended up winning au¬ 
tomatic promotion. 

2010/11 

Returning to Coventry after 
being released by Birmingham, 
McSheffrey enjoyed a fine run of 
four goals in five matches in the 
autumn. But he only managed a 
further four goals in 30 other ap¬ 
pearances. 


2011/12 

McSheffrey scored eight league 
goals again as the Sky Blues were 
relegated - their fate sealed with 
a last-day 4-0 hammering at pro¬ 
moted Saints. He also grabbed 
Coventry’s consolation in a 2-1 FA 
Cup third round home defeat to 
Saints. 

2012/13 

Played 43 games for Coventry, 
but scored just twice. Was close to

Chris Froome has won La 
Vuelta, becoming the first man 
since 1978 to win the Tour de 
France and the Vuelta in the 
same year.

1 - Froome is the first Briton 
to win the Vuelta in its 72-year 
history. 

3 - Froome joins Jacques 
Anquetil and Bernard Hinault 
as the only men to have won the 
Tour and the Vuelta in the same 
year.

Sam Allardyce - 2016 

Just three months after being 
sacked by England due to a cor¬ 
ruption scandal that erupted a 
mere one match into his reign, Al¬ 
lardyce returned to management 
at Crystal Palace, rescuing the 
Eagles from the threat of relega¬ 
tion, before stepping down at the 
end of the 2016-17 season. 

Fabio Capello - 2008-12 

Capello was in the twilight of 
his managerial career when he 
became England coach on a re¬ 
ported annual salary of £6mil- 
lion, but he went on to oversee 
Russia until he was sacked in 2015 
and in June took over at Chinese 
club Jiangsu Suning. 

Steve McClaren 
- 2006-7 

Sacked by England when they 
failed to qualify for Euro 2008, Mc¬ 
Claren looked to rebuild his repu¬ 
tation with spells on the conti¬ 
nent at FC Twente and Wolfsburg, 
guiding Twente to the Eredivisie 


title in 2010. Posts at Nottingham 
Forest, Derby and Newcastle have 
followed, but he has struggled to 
make an impact. 


Sven-Goran Eriksson 
- 2001-06 

Apart from a break in 2006, 


Eriksson, the first foreign man¬ 
ager appointed by the Football As¬ 
sociation, has remained involved 
in the game, headlined on these 
shores by unsuccessful spells at 
Manchester City (where his last 
game in charge was an 8-1 thrash¬ 
ing at Middlesbrough) and Leices¬ 
ter. Spent the last four years in 
China. 

Kevin Keegan - 
1999-2000 

Won the Division One title as his 
Manchester City side scored 108 
goals to earn promotion in 2001, 
and then finished ninth in the top 
flight the following season. Left 
City in 2005 and later returned to 
Newcastle in 2008, but his second 
spell ended in less than a year af¬ 
ter he fell out with the board. 

Glenn Hoddle 1996-99 

Forced to resign as England 
boss following comments made 
about disabled people, the Spurs 
legend was back in football in 
January 2000 in highly controver¬ 
sial circumstances. With Saints 
having decided to place Dave 
Jones on gardening leave to fight 
child abuse allegations, chairman 
Rupert Lowe and his board decid¬ 
ed on Hoddle as his replacement. 
There was an obvious link - Saints 
director Keith Wiseman had been 
chairman of the FA during Hod- 
dle’s time as national boss. Hod¬ 
dle walked out on Saints in March 
2001 to take up the Spurs job. 
Sacked in September 2003 after a 
home loss to Saints, Hoddle was 
later appointed Wolves boss - but 
left in 2006 and has not worked at 
a professional club since. 



Sloane Stephens defeated 
Madison Keys to win her first 
grand slam title at the US Open. 

It was a first grand slam final for 
the 24-year-old, who needed just 
61 minutes to post a 6-3 6-0 
victory. 

Here, the Sports Pink picks out 
five things to know about 
Stephens. 

1. Stephens’ athleticism is no 
surprise given her genes. She is 
the daughter of swimmer Sybil 
Smith and professional American 
football player John Stephens. 
Her father left the family home 
when she was a toddler but they 
were reconciled many years later 
before he was killed in a car 
accident in 2009. 

2. Stephens was introduced to 
tennis aged nine by her mother 
and stepfather, Sheldon Farrell, 
who died of cancer when she was 
14. She shared a hugely 
emotional hug with Smith after 
the match and then paid tribute to 
her, saying: “I think parents don’t 
get enough credit. When I was 11 
years old, my mom took me to a 
tennis academy. One of the 
directors there told my mom that 
I’d be lucky if I was a Division II 
player and I got a scholarship.” 

3. Stephens first came close to 
winning a grand slam title four- 
and-a-half years ago in Australia. 
She beat Serena Williams in the 
quarter-finals before losing to 



Victoria Azarenka. Afterwards, 
Stephens went public about what 
she perceived as a snub by 
Williams, who had been described 
as her mentor. “She’s not said 
one word to me, not spoken to 
me, not said hi, not looked my 
way, not been in the same room 
with me since I played her in 
Australia,” Stephens said. “They 
think she’s so friendly and she’s 
so this and she’s so that - no, 
that’s not reality.” Stephens later 
apologised. 

4. Stephens’ boyfriend is USA 
football international Jozy 
Altidore, who she met at school. 
Altidore was unable to be at the 
final because he was playing for 
Toronto FC in the MLS but his 
mother shouted the result to him 
from the stands during the first 
half. It was a good day all round 
for the couple, with Altidore 
scoring twice in a 4-0 victory over 
the San Jose Earthquakes. 

5. Stephens is happiest away 
from the court when she is lying 
in bed in her pyjamas with the fire 
and the TV on eating takeaway. 
Her current favourite show is The 
Blacklist and she had to keep her 
focus when James Spader, one of 
the stars of the show, was picked 
out on the big screen in the 
stands during the final.

The 2017 St Leger was being 
held this weekend. Here, the 
Sports Pink looks back at some 
of the classics... 

NIJINSKY, 1970 

In winning the St Leger, the 
Vincent O’Brien-trained colt 
joined an illustrious roll of honour 
as he became the 12th horse - 
and still the most recent - to 
secure the Triple Crown. It was an 
effortless victory as Lester 
Piggott delivered the 2-7 favourite 
on the bridle to stroll to the front 
and ease home for a no-fuss 
length triumph. However, the 
colt’s preparation had been 
hurried because of illness and he 
lost more weight than expected. 
He wasn’t the same horse when 
he subsequently lost his unbeaten 
record in the Prix de I’Arc de 
Triomphe. 

DUNFERMLINE, 

1977 

Silver Jubilee year was 
memorable for the Queen for 
many reasons, and amid the flag- 
waving and the street parties she 
was also the proud owner of a 
dual-Classic winner. Dunfermline 
had already won the Oaks, but 
she was up against a formidable 
rival on Town Moor in the shape 
of the unbeaten Alleged. The pair 
had a tremendous tussle all the 
way to the line, following which 
there was a lengthy stewards’ 
inquiry. The filly’s stamina won 
the day, and Alleged went on to 
win the Arc twice. 

CUT ABOVE, 1981 

The 1981 renewal is best 
remembered not for its winner, 
but for the shock defeat of the 
legendary Shergar. The 4-9 
favourite had made hacks of his 
rivals in the Derby, but this was to 
be no lap of honour as he could 
manage only a leg-weary fourth 
as the 28-1 winner swept past 
him. Shergar was retired from 
racing two weeks later, and his 
terrible fate is now part of 
racing’s folklore. 

OH SO SHARP, 1985 

Sheikh Mohammed’s wonderful 
three-year-old completed the 
fillies’ Triple Crown of 1000 
Guineas, Oaks and St Leger with 
her victory on Town Moor. She 
had conjured a thrilling triumph 
from a bad position at Newmarket 
to win by two short heads, and 
sluiced in by six lengths at 
Epsom. She was not at her best 
come Leger time, but Sir Henry 
Cecil’s tough, versatile performer 
was still to good for her 
opponents and won going away 
under Steve Cauthen. 

USER FRIENDLY, 
1992 

User Friendly completed a 
Classic treble for trainer Clive 
Brittain and veteran jockey 
George Duffield when she ran 
away with the 1992 renewal. The 
7-4 favourite, already a winner of 
both the English and Irish Oaks, 
gave Duffield an armchair ride 
after he settled her in behind the 
pacemakers. The jockey waited 
until the two-furlong marker 
before letting out a couple of 
inches of rein, and the response 
was immediate as User Friendly 
galloped clear to score by three 
and a half lengths. No filly has 
won since.

Crystal Palace this weekend an¬ 
nounced the departure of as¬ 
sistant manager Sammy Lee fol¬ 
lowing the appointment of Roy 
Hodgson as the club’s new boss. 

Ex-Saint Lee was initially 
named assistant under Sam Al- 
lardyce in January before taking 
up the same role during Frank de 
Boer’s brief tenure at Selhurst 
Park. 

The Dutchman was sacked after 
just 77 days in charge at Palace 
and replaced by former England 
boss Hodgson on Tuesday. 

Lee, who has had two spells 


working on England’s coaching 
staff, has been replaced by Ray 
Lewington. 

Orlando Trustfull, brought in 
by De Boer also as an assistant 
manager, and Ryland Morgans, 
who was head of performance, 
have also left the Premier League 
strugglers. 

A statement on the club’s web¬ 
site read: “We would like to thank 
Orlando, Sammy and Ryland for 
their efforts during their time in 
south London, and wish them all 
the very best for the future.” 

Lee had a short spell playing 


for Saints in the early 1990s, and 
then returned to the club on the 
coaching side following Ronald 
Koeman’s arrival as manager in 
the summer of 2014. 

Lee left St Mary’s following the 
arrival of Claude Puel two years 
later. 

Palace have moved to beef up 
their backroom staff with the ap¬ 
pointment of former Republic of 
Ireland midfielder Steven Reid as 
a first-team coach. 

The 36-year-old has worked on 
the Reading coaching staff for the 
past two years after joining them

RELIEVED Cherries boss Ed¬ 
die Howe hailed Jermain Defoe’s 
unrivalled finishing as the striker 
kick started their season. 

Defoe fired Cherries to a 2-1 Pre¬ 
mier League win over Brighton to 
end their four-game losing start 
to the campaign. 

England hitman Defoe bagged 
his first Cherries goal since a 
3-3 draw at Reading in May 2001 
- when Howe had featured in cen¬ 
tral defence. 

Defoe has morphed from teen¬ 
age talent to 34-year-old arch¬ 
poacher while Howe has moved 
into management in the 16 years 
in between. 

But the Cherries boss still finds 
himself stunned by the striker’s 
eye for goal. 

“He’s one of the best finishers 
I’ve ever seen,” said Howe. 

“When I was playing with him, I 
couldn’t believe how good he was 
when we first started to introduce 
him into the team. 

“And he’s lost none of that. 
We’ve already seen it in training, 
just how sharp he is in front of 
goal. 

“I’m very relieved by the win, I 
think that’s the overriding emo¬ 
tion. 

“It is pure relief. It feels like it’s 


been longer than four games that 
we haven’t won because, at the be¬ 
ginning of the season, you’re just 
desperate for a win and desper¬ 
ate to hit the ground running and 


that hasn’t happened.” 

Defoe’s first goal of the cam¬ 
paign sunk Brighton, who had led 
through Solly March’s header. 
Ex-Saint Andrew Surman 


coolly levelled before Defoe en¬ 
sured Cherries ended their losing 
streak in style. 

The win eased the pressure on 
Howe, who has challenged his 
players to get up to speed on ex¬ 
actly how to tee-up Defoe. 

The former Tottenham striker 
fired 15 league goals for Sunder¬ 
land last term and Howe firmly 
believes he can keep on excelling 
at Premier League level - as long 
as his players provide the right 
service. 

“We need to get to know as a 
team what Jermain wants, where 
he wants the ball,” said Howe. 

“He’s different from every other 
striker we have. And it’s all about 
us creating more openings for 
him. 

“We haven’t created enough 
chances for him so far this season. 

“He thrives on those openings. 
So our players have to learn the 
kind of runs he makes, learn what 
he wants and feed him more.” 

Brighton boss Chris Hughton 
was left to lament a late slump 
that cost his side a second straight 
Premier League win. 

German star Pascal Gross 
limped off with a potential knee 
problem which Hughton insisted 
was genuine. 

The former Ingolstadt midfield¬ 
er was barracked by the home 
fans for staying down on the 
turf while the action continued 
around him. 

“I knew we’d be under pressure 
in the last periods of the game, 
that’s normal away from home,” 
said Hughton. “The two times we 
didn’t defend so well led to their 
two goals. It’s a tough lesson for 
us. 

“The injury for Pascal was gen¬ 
uine. He’s not that type of player, 
to stay down.”

Froome's the obvious BBC award winner

Paralympic star Dame Sarah Storey 
believes Chris Froome is the obvious 
candidate to win the BBC Sports 
Personality of the Year award for his 
“staggering” achievements. 

Having won a third straight Tour de 
France in July - his fourth in five years - 
Froome completed an unprecedented 
double when he added the Vuelta to his 
CV. 

In doing so, he became the first British 
rider to win the race and joined French 
greats Jacques Anquetil and Bernard 
Hinault as the only men to have won both 
the French and Spanish ‘Grand Tours’ in 
the same season, although they did it 
before the Vuelta moved from spring to 


autumn. 

Storey said: “For me, he was already a 
great with his four Tour wins, three in a 
row, but to do what he has just done is 
staggering. 

“This kind of dominance - done 
genuinely - has not been seen for a very 
long time. To win these races, just a 
month apart, is the most remarkable 
thing you can do in cycling. 

“I don’t think people can imagine how 
hard something like this is. Your body just 
becomes so depleted, and your 
metabolism is racing, it is really difficult 
to even maintain your weight. 

“But he has managed to get over the 
Tour, carve out some time to recover, 


keep training and then go again, at the 
front of the race, day after day.” 

That said, Froome’s performances have 
been hugely impressive since 2011 but 
they have not translated into SPOTY 
success. 

The 32-year-old made the award’s 
shortlist in 2013 and 2015, finishing sixth 
in the public vote both times, but failed to 
make the 16-strong list last year, despite 
winning the Tour, several other races and 
an Olympic bronze. 

Currently the second favourite with 
booklES behind Anthony Joshua, there is 
little chance of Froome failing to make 
the list but pundits believe his feats could 
be underestimated by the public. 


Koeman 'worried' 
by Toffees form 



A “worried” Ronald Koeman will 
hold a meeting with Everton’s 
squad on where he will urge ex¬ 
perienced players such as Wayne 
Rooney to drag them out of their 
rut. 

The Toffees have lost three 
games in a row, the most recent of 
which was Thursday’s 3-0 defeat 
to Atalanta in the Europa League 
when Koeman publicly put the 
onus on himself. 

Prior to that, they had lost 2-0 
at Chelsea and been beaten 3-0 at 
home by Spurs. 

However, the Dutchman ac¬ 
knowledged his comments to the 
media may not be the ones he re¬ 
lays to his players behind closed 
doors. 

And, ahead of this Sunday’s trip 
to Old Trafford, Koeman has said 
he is looking for the senior mem¬ 
bers of his squad, like Rooney, 
captain Phil Jagielka and Ashley 
Williams, to turn their fortunes 
around. 

“After that result, of course you 
have thoughts about the team, in¬ 
dividual performances and what 
we need to change,” Koeman re¬ 
vealed. 

“I don’t like to go out and tell the 
media what I tell the players. 

“I will have a meeting with most 
of the players and the key players. 
You can always complain about 
young talents of 18, 19 years old 
but it’s the time for the experi¬ 
enced players to stand up. 

“I’m worried with what I saw on 
Thursday I wasn’t so worried af¬ 
ter Chelsea, it started with the re¬ 
action in the second half against 
Tottenham - that 45 minutes and 
the first 45 minutes on Thursday 
There are enough reasons to be 
worried.” 

Rooney will make his first re¬ 
turn to Old Trafford since leaving 


this weekend. 

The 31-year-old, United’s all- 
time record scorer, is one of those 
Koeman is looking for to get them 
back on track. 

“Everybody knows about his 
qualities, what he did for Man¬ 
chester United,” he added. 

“(But) he’s an Everton player, 


he’s one of the players who needs 
to react and to bring the level 
that we expect from players like 
Wayne.” 

Koeman is confident the tide 
will turn. It was almost at this 
point of last season when Ever¬ 
ton embarked on a run of just one 
win in 11 games while Koeman 


experienced a similarly lean spell 
with Saints the season before. 

“I have the experience - we had 
a bad run last season, I had a bad 
run with Southampton, we came 
out of those,” he stressed. 

“I have to believe I have the con¬ 
fidence that we can come out of 
this.” 


It’s just over a month since 
England striker Eniola Aluko’s 
allegations about her treatment 
by manager Mark Sampson were 
first made public. 

The issue shows little sign of 
being resolved, with Sampson 
maintaining his innocence amid 
calls for a fresh investigation. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
the timeline of events. 

August 7: The Daily Mail reveals 
that Aluko made allegations of 
bullying and harassment against 
Sampson and his staff in May 
2016. A Football Association 
investigation concluded in March 
2017 cleared Sampson and his 
staff of wrongdoing but Aluko was 
paid a settlement in a 
confidentiality agreement, which 
the FA insisted was to avoid 
disruption to England’s Euro 2017 
campaign. 

August 16: Details of an 
allegation made by Aluko emerge 
claiming Sampson made a remark 
towards another player with 
‘’racial and prejudicial 
connotations”. Sampson is 
alleged to have made reference 
to the number of times a player 
had been arrested. 

August 17: As pressure grows 
for more details to made public, 
the Football Association releases 
a statement from Sampson saying

he welcomed the investigation 
and would be looking to improve 
his communication skills. 

August 21: Aluko speaks 
publicly on the matter for the first 
time and alleges Sampson made 
a racist comment to her ahead of 
an England game. After telling 
Sampson she had relatives 
coming from Nigeria to watch the 
game, Aluko claims Sampson 
replied: “Well make sure they 
don’t come over with Ebola.” 

August 22: The Professional 
Footballers’ Association backs 
calls for a new investigation into 
how Aluko’s complaints were 
handled. 

September 5: Sampson speaks 
publicly for the first time about 
the allegations and says his 
conscience is clear. 

September 11: Damian Collins, 
chair of the parliamentary culture, 
media and sport select 
committee, tells the Guardian the 
committee is very concerned 
about the matter and will summon 
senior executives from the FA to 
answer questions. 

September 12: Sampson 
appears to contradict evidence 
he gave to the inquiry when he 
tells a press conference he 
cannot recall ever having a 
conversation about Ebola with 
Aluko.

He picked 
up just four points in seven 
games, suffered a League 
Cup exit against Wycombe 
and was sacked on Christmas 
Eve. He has been at Saints 
since 2010 and plays a major 
role in signing players and 
managerial appointments.

11 games, Swansea, 2016 


The first American to 
manage in the Premier 
League, Bradley lasted only

from October to December 
last year - though unlike 
Reed, he at least made it 
through Christmas before 
being axed on December 27.

Four 
points from 13 games, and 
Wolves’ relegation, meant 
he would go back to being 
McCarthy’s assistant at 
Ipswich.

HOW times change. 

In 1992/93, the inaugural Pre¬ 
mier League season, there was 
only one managerial casualty in 
the top flight. 

That dubious ‘honour’ fell to 
Ian Porterfield, who was sacked 
as Chelsea boss in February. No 
one else was sacked, no-one else 
resigned. 

As the Blues stayed up that 
term, that meant none of the 
three relegated clubs parted com¬ 
pany with their manager. 

Almost unthinkable now. 

The following season, 1993/94, 
chairmen were a little bit more 
nervous. 

Peter Reid was sacked as Man¬ 
chester City boss just a few weeks 
into the season - though he had 
been in charge for almost three 
years - while December brought 
three resignations. 

Bobby Gould and Howard Ken¬ 
dall quit Coventry and Everton 
respectively, while Mike Walker 
walked out on Norwich to take 
over at Goodison Park. 

One month later, in January 
1994, Ian Branfoot became the 
first Saints manager to be sacked 
in the Premier League era. 

A few days later, the axe fell on 
Graeme Souness at Anfield. 

At least Branfoot was given un¬ 
til January. 

He had started the season by 
losing six of his first seven league 
games. And the only match Saints 
won was against Swindon, who 
arrived at The Dell in late August 
having just lost 5-0 at home to Liv¬ 
erpool - and promptly conceded 
five more. 

Lose six of your first seven 
games in the Premier League 
these days, and those days could 
be numbered. 

If your name is Frank de Boer, 
lose your first four, fail to score a 
single goal, and your days ARE 
numbered. 

Saints boss Dave Jones started 
the 1998/99 PL season by picking 
up one point from a possible 27. 

I have no idea whether there 
was any discussions to sack him 
during that spell, but in the end 
he guided Saints to safety. Ok, it 
was the season which became 
known as the ‘Great Escape’ but 
he still kept the club up - despite 
a truly woeful start. 

Perhaps de Boer could have 
kept Palace up. After all, there 
were still 34 games left when he 
was given the proverbial boot. 

Perhaps, though, he wouldn’t 
have. Anyway, it’s all hypotheti¬ 
cal because the Dutchman was 
sacked - after just 77 days in 
charge at Selhurst Park. 



It was a dismissal that, for many, 
sums up the state of the Premier 
League in the year 2017. 

A quarter of a century on from 
its inception - with greed very 
much at the heart of the rebrand¬ 
ing - this is what we have ended 
up with... 

... a division where the elite can 


spend hundreds of millions every 
summer, and the rest are fright¬ 
ened to death of relegation. And 
if you’re frightened, you panic. 

They are frightened to death of 
missing out on their portion of 
Rupert Murdoch’s cash cow. 

And no wonder, for the sums are 
eye-watering. 


When Saints went down from 
the top flight - only 12 years ago, 
lest we forget - the club received 
£13m in parachute payments. 
Two cheques of £6.5m each, that 
was the club’s sum total. 

I repeat, times have changed. 

When Aston Villa went down 
in 2015/16, they received £40m in 
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a sorry state... 


after just four games of the new 
National League season. 

The Gulls had drawn 0-0 with 
Tranmere on the opening day and 
then lost their next three match¬ 
es. 

At Northampton, Justin Edin¬ 
burgh then lost his job after just 
four games - and no points - of the 
League 1 season. 

Successive 4-1 beatings were 
the straws that broke the camel’s 
back, and led to the Cobblers 
appointing Jimmy Floyd-Has- 
selbaink as his replacement this 
week. 

One of the men instantly linked 
with following Nicholson at 
Plainmoor was former Torquay 
skipper Chris Todd. 

The irony wouldn’t have been 
lost on him, given that last season 
HE was the first manager in the 
top five divisions to be sacked. 

Eastleigh owner Stewart Don¬ 
ald had allowed Todd to sign vir¬ 
tually a whole new team in the 
summer of 2016. 

In that respect, with regards to 
new signings, Todd was firmly 
backed by his chairman. 

Then, four games into the new 
season, he was sacked. 

Of those four matches, Todd 
won one and only lost at Tran¬ 
mere - one of the favourites for 
promotion - to a last minute goal. 
Hardly a start of de Boer-esque 
proportions. 

That was the second season 
running that Donald had made a 
change in August. Twelve months 
earlier, Richard Hill had also left 
- and a home defeat by Dover was 
his final match as well. 

In both of those seasons East¬ 
leigh failed to make the play-offs 
which, given Donald’s ambition 
and the amount of money he has 
spent at the Silverlake, cannot 
have pleased the owner. 

Sometimes a change so early is 
for the best, and sometimes it’s 
not. 

Continuity is sometimes held 
up as the key to a successful club. 
But Chelsea have had more man¬ 
agers than most in recent times, 
and they have still hoovered up ti¬ 
tles, cups and were once the kings 
of Europe. 

Saints haven’t done too badly 
either, given the amount of man¬ 
agers they have gone through 
since the turn of the century. 
Three managers were sacked 
(Pardew, Adkins and Puel), two 
more walked out (Pochettino and 
Koeman) and STILL the club have 
come from League 1 to four suc¬ 
cessive top 8 Premier League fin¬ 
ishes in what at times appears to 
be the blink of an eye. 

Of course, it is too early to say 
whether Parish’s panic attack 
will work in Palace’s favour. 

All we do know is that it’s a sor¬ 
ry tale which, I repeat, sums up 
a league which is far too wealthy 
for its own good.

their first Championship season 
and another £33m this season. 
A further £14m will follow in 
2018/19 if they haven’t won pro¬ 
motion to the Premier League by 
then. 

That’s £87m in parachute pay¬ 
ments, which sounds a lot. Well, 
it IS a lot - but a lot less than the 


£300m (roughly) they will miss 
out on by not being part of the 
Premier League. 

That is why it is easy to panic. 

That is why Crystal Palace 
chairman Steve Parish was quick 
to axe a man he had only appoint¬ 
ed less than 80 days earlier. 

Parish panicked, and de Boer 


was history. 

Parish, of course, is not alone in 
panicking. 

Frank de Boer wasn’t the first 
managerial casualty in the top 
five English divisions in 2017/18. 

He was the third. 

Down in Devon, Torquay Unit¬ 
ed’s Kevin Nicholson was sacked

His resignation was put 
down to “personal reasons”, 
widely reported to involve 
disagreements with Spurs’ 
then sporting director Frank 
Arnesen. 

PAUL STURROCK 

13 games, Saints, 2004 

The Scot won four of his 
first six games in charge, 
opening up with a 2-0 success 
against Liverpool, though 
defeat to rivals Portsmouth 
would not have helped his 
case and a five-match winless 
run to close the 2003-04 
season left Saints in 12th 
place. 

He left two games into the 
following season, despite a 
3-2 win over Blackburn in 
the second of those matches. 
Widely believed to have been 
sacked, the move was dressed 
up as ‘by mutual consent.’ 

However, League Managers’ 
Association vice-chairman 
Frank Clark still described 
the decision as “ludicrous”.

The injury worsened 
overnight, prompting a late call¬ 
up for Dane Vilas, and while De 
Kock might want to forget the 
nature of the injury, South Africa 
will also want to forget the result 
after losing by seven wickets, 
which handed England the series. 

RORY MdLROY 


Wayne Rooney suffered an unusual injury in 2015. 


In unusual circumstances, Rory 
Mcllroy suffered a “total rupture” 
of his left ankle nine days before 
the 2015 Open Championship at 
St Andrews, forcing him to with¬ 
draw. The defending champion 
posted a picture of himself, via 
his Instagram account, wearing 
a protective boot on his left leg 
after, in his own words, “a soccer 
kickabout with friends on Satur¬ 
day”. 

GLENN McGRATH 

Perhaps the most memorable of 
all, Australia paceman McGrath 
turned his ankle ahead of the 
second Ashes Test in 2005 when 
he stepped on a stray cricket ball 
during a warm-up game of touch 
rugby. He missed the Test which 
England won in thrilling fash¬ 
ion to level the series at 1-1. They 
would go on to take the series 2-1, 
winning again at Trent Bridge - 
another match McGrath missed 
through injury. 

WAYNE ROONEY 


The then England and Manches¬ 
ter United captain Wayne Rooney 
caused controversy in 2015 when 
a video emerged of him boxing 
with former team-mate Phil Bard- 
sley in his kitchen. A blow from 
Bardsley floored Rooney who fell 
backwards onto the floor and, af¬ 
ter the video was aired, Rooney 
celebrated a goal against Totten¬ 
ham by shadow boxing and then 
pretending to hit the deck. “I was 
in a house with some friends. Ob¬ 
viously I was caught on the wrong 
end of a punch, but I wasn’t 
knocked out like it was reported,” 
Rooney said. 

SVEIN GRONDALEN 

Norway defender Svein Gron- 
dalen probably saw nothing 
wrong when he put on his run¬ 
ning shoes and stepped out for a 


training run. However, while out 
jogging he collided with a moose 
and was forced to withdraw from 
an international as a result. 

JOBA CHAMBERLAIN 

Detroit Tigers pitcher Joba 
Chamberlain knows Mcllroy’s 
pain, having suffered an ankle 
injury of his own. Back in 2012, 
when on the books of the New 
York Yankees, he embarked on 
some trampolining with his son 
but came down awkwardly and 
sidelined himself. 

DAVID |AMES 

Former England goalkeeper 
David James was never afraid of 
standing out from the crowd, but 
he brought himself unwanted 
headlines when he injured his 
shoulder while out fishing, caus¬ 


ing himself pain when he tried 
to land a monster carp. Some of 
James’ injuries were not caused 
by other sports, though, for he 
once pulled a muscle in his back 
when reaching for the television 
remote control. 

JAMIE DONALDSON 

Ryder Cup star Jamie Donald¬ 
son suffered a severe finger in¬ 
jury following a mishap with a 
chainsaw in January 2016. The 
Welshman, who claimed the deci¬ 
sive point as Europe defeated the 
United States in September 2014, 
posted a graphic photo on Twitter 
of what seemed to be a laceration 
to the little finger on his left hand. 
Above the image, he wrote: “So 
folks in my time off decided to 
have a fight with a chainsaw and 
lost! Oops!! C u in Dubai.”

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Paris & LA: What 
can we expect? 



Paris and Los Angeles will host the 2024 and 2028 Olympics.

PARIS will stage the 2024 Olym¬ 
pic Games and Los Angeles will 
put on the 2028 edition, it was an¬ 
nounced this week. 

The two cities and the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee have 
described the unprecedented 
decision to award two Games at 
once as a win-win-win, as it gave 
all parties what they most want¬ 
ed. 

Here, the Sports Pink explains 
the differences in approach the 
two cities have taken. 

THE CONCEPT 

Paris’ pitch played heavily on 
the city’s beauty and history. 
Its key message was ‘’Paris as 
an Olympic Park”, promising a 
‘’compact” Games to give athletes 
and fans a sense of being at the 
centre of something magical. 

Los Angeles’ unique selling 
point was its host of world-class 
venues and the commercial suc¬ 
cess of its last Games in 1984, 
while making a big play on Cali¬ 
fornia’s prowess in the entertain¬ 
ment and technology sectors. 

VENUES 

Most of the sports at Paris 2024 
will be played in two clusters of 
venues: the Paris Centre Zone and 
the Grand Paris Zone, which is 
just to the north. The centrepiece 
of the latter is the 75,000-seat Sta- 
de de France, which will host the 
ceremonies and athletics. Roland 
Garros is the most famous venue 
in the centre zone, while there 
will be open water swimming, tri¬ 
athlon and surfing in the Seine. 

Los Angeles 2028 will, for the 
most part, be staged in upgraded 
venues from 1984, the plush new 
homes of the city’s professional 
teams and the excellent facilities 
provided by the city’s universi¬ 
ties. 

TO-DO LIST 

Paris has one major project to 
tackle and that is the athletes’ 
village at L’lle-Saint-Denis in the 
city’s northern suburbs. With an 
estimated cost of £1.5billion, this 
is not a trifling matter and the 
claim that the land would not be 
available in 2028 was a key factor 
in Paris winning the argument 
that it should go first. 

LA’s organising committee, on 
the other hand, has nothing to 
build as things stand, although 11 


years is a long time and there is 
every chance that new sports will 
be added, old ones dropped and 
upgrades required. 

ORGANISING 

COMMITTEES 

As successful bidding teams 
usually morph into organising 
committees, we can assume many 
of the faces behind the bids will 
stay on. For Paris, the co-chair¬ 
men were three-time Olympic ca¬ 
noeing champion Tony Estanguet 
and ex-World Rugby chairman 
Bernard Lapasset. Paris mayor 
Anne Hidalgo provides multi-lin¬ 
gual political support. 

LA’s bid was fronted by multi¬ 
millionaire sports agent Casey 


Wasserman and LA mayor Eric 
Garcetti, with a who’s who list of 
Californian business and sports 
aristocracy behind them. Ath¬ 
letics star Michael Johnson and 
swimming great Janet Evans 
were also prominent during the 
campaign. 

BUDGET 

If we have learned one thing 
from Olympic history it is that 
the price quoted will not be the 
final bill. Paris has suggested its 
total infrastructure costs will be 
£2.7billion, with operational costs 
closer to £3billion. LA believes it 
can do it all for about £4billion, 
although waiting an extra four 
years will bring more costs. 


SECURITY 

Another huge variable - it is al¬ 
most impossible to predict what 
will be happening in 2024, let 
alone 2028. Security looked like 
being one of Paris’ weaknesses, 
as the city and France has suf¬ 
fered so much at the hands of ter¬ 
rorists. The successful security 
operation at last year’s European 
Championship football tourna¬ 
ment eased IOC concerns. 

LA has not experienced any¬ 
thing like the terrorism threats 
that Paris has had to deal with 
but is hardly unaccustomed to 
violence. The problem for LA will 
be numbers, as its police force is 
small for a city of its size. 


Book review 


True Professional 
The Clive Sullivan Story

True Professional opens at the 
Stade de Gerland, in Lyon, 

France, a venue author James 
Oddy calls “not the most obvious 
choice for the Rugby League 
World Cup Final.” 

The 1972 final saw Great Britain 
go head-to-head with perennial 
rivals Australia, captained by 
Graeme Langland, while GB were 
led by Clive ‘Sully’ Sullivan, the 
very first black Briton to captain a 
British sports team. The BBC 
were present, represented by the 
incomparable Eddie Waring, but 
only diehard rugby league fans 
made the journey to central 
France and for most of the match, 
the players’ shouts were as 
audible as those of the paltry 
4,000 crowd. 

Great Britain equalised with 
seven minutes of normal time 
remaining, ensuring the duel went 
into extra time. Incredibly, 
however, there was no further 
score and the contest ended 
10-10 which meant that GB, 
thanks to their perfect pre-final 
record, were crowned world 
champions. 

World Cup victories, especially 
on foreign soil, are a rarity, yet as 
Oddy points out, upon their return 
to Blighty, “The squad was not 
met with scores of press 



members clamouring for 
interviews, or requests for 
endorsements and 
sponsorships.” 

This, he claims, is because even 
today, rugby league is “only given 
national attention begrudgingly,” 
an accurate reflection, though the 
author later offers several 
reasons why Sullivan and his men 
may not have received due credit 
for their victory. 

Clive Sullivan was born in 
Splott, a respectable working 
class area of Cardiff, similar in 
demographic make-up to that of 
many northern towns and cities 
where he would eventually make 
his living, not as though the 
13-man version of rugby was 
readily embraced deep in the 
heart of 15-man territory. 

Oddy weaves an engaging 
history of rugby league with that 
of Clive Sullivan’s remarkable 
sporting career, dovetailing these 
two strands of his tale with 
biography and interviews. He is 
right to suggest that “Sullivan’s 
career is a microcosm of rugby 
league.” 

Clive Sullivan’s playing record 
(he represented both Hull teams 
over the course of 20 years and 
scored more than 300 tries) more 
than justifies this enjoyable mix of 
biography and social observation. 
He died, aged just 42, in 1985, a 
sporting great who never 
received anywhere near the level 
of recognition he deserved.

MUTTIAH 

MURAUTHARAN 

Sri Lanka (800 wickets, 133 Tests, 
22.72 average) 

The Sri Lankan great boasts a tally 
that will surely never be conquered, 
and was long considered near 
impossible. His controversial action 
will, unfortunately, always encroach 
into conversations about his ability 
to generate prodigious, venomous 
turn with his off-breaks and doosras 
but having been cleared to bowl by 
the International Cricket Council, he 
did so with a merciless appetite. His 
record of 67 five-wicket hauls and 22 
10-wicket matches is a record by an 
almost comical margin and, 
arguably, no retirement in history 
has left such an irreplaceable gap in 
a national side. 

SHANE WARNE 

Australia (708 wkts, 145 Tests, 
25.41 avg) 

With a surfer’s hair-cut and a club 
cricketer’s build, Warne busted 
many stereotypes with his innate 
genius for the craft of leg-spin. He 
resuscitated the art after a long 
spell of dormancy and bamboozled

batsmen all over the world with his 
vast arsenal of deliveries - all hyped, 
many genuine, some imagined. The 
former Hampshire skipper made his 
name by bowling England’s Mike 
Gatting with the ‘ball of the century’ 
in 1993 and was still baiting the old 
enemy 14 years later, signing off in 
triumph after a 5-0 Ashes whitewash. 

ANIL KUMBLE 

India (619 wkts, 132 Tests, 29.65 
avg) 

For many reasons, cricketing and 
non-cricketing, the cerebral wrist- 
spinner will be immortalised by his 
feat of taking all 10 wickets in an 
innings against India’s great rivals 
Pakistan in 1999. Kumble’s brilliance 
was often sidelined by the exploits 
of the two names above him on the 
list but he achieved two things 
neither Warne not Muralitharan 
never did - a Test century and being 
named captain of his country, which 
he achieved age 37. 

GLENN MCGRATH 

Australia (563 wkts, 124 matches, 
21.64 avg) 

It was Australian cricket’s great 
fortune that the careers of Warne 
and McGrath ran in tandem from 
1993 to 2007, and no coincidence 
that they dominated that era so 
comprehensively.

THERE is nothing like a forth¬ 
coming Ashes tour to atone for 
the end of an English summer. 

But this year’s series provide a 
reminder of how long four years 
can be in sport. 

Fewer than half of England’s 
last Ashes touring squad are like¬ 
ly to be on the plane to Australia 
for this winter’s series. 

The likes of Ian Bell, Kevin 
Pietersen, Jonathan Trott and 
Michael Carberry are no longer 
in contention, hence the current 
state of flux in England’s top five. 

Other absentees from 2013/14 
include former Hampshire star 
Chris Tremlett, Matt Prior, Boyd 
Rankin and Monty Panesar. 

It is only two years since Eng¬ 
land won the 2015 series 3-2, but 
following England’s 2-1 series win 
against the West Indies, thoughts 
will soon turn to the first Ashes 
Test at the Gabba, Brisbane on 
November 23. 

This is my 16-man Ashes tour¬ 
ing party... 

ALASTAIR COOK 

England’s all-time leading run 
scorer remains steadfast at the 
top of the order. Still only 32, 
no-one comes close to his 11,629 
Test runs at 46.33, of which he 
has made 1,288 runs at 49.53 in 15 
Tests Down Under. Most of those 
(766 runs at 127.6) were made dur¬ 
ing the 2010/11 series. A good tour 
for Cook would see him become 
only the sixth player in history to 
pass 12,000 Test runs. 

MARK ST0NEMAN 

The jury is still out on the Sur¬ 
rey batsman, but after following 
his 52 against West Indies at Head- 
ingley with an unbeaten 40 in the 
nine-wicket series-clinching win 
at Lord’s, he deserves to begin the 
series as Cook’s opening partner. 

At 30, the left-hander has 
gleaned plenty of county experi¬ 
ence The hard wickets in Austral¬ 
ia, particularly Perth’s WACA, 
will be very different to those he 
has played on for most of his ca¬ 
reer at Durham. 

JOE ROOT 

Much will depend on England’s 
captain, who the Aussies will tar¬ 
get mercilessly as they have al¬ 
ways done against our skippers. 
There is no doubt Root has the tal¬ 
ent to handle the fire and fury of 
the Baggy Green fast bowlers and 
he will be determined to improve 
on his only previous Ashes tour 
(192 runs at 27.42). Hopefully he 
will have little trouble transfer¬ 
ring his 2013 and 2015 form (799 


runs at 47) when he takes on the 
Aussies in their own back yard. 

DAWID MALAN 

A classy left-hander in the 
County Championship, Malan 
has adapted best to the rigours 
of Test cricket of those England 
players who have been given the 
chance to fill the problem No4 po¬ 


sition. He has averaged 40-plus for 
Middlesex in the last few years 
but a career average of 37 does 
not demand inclusion and goes 
to show how difficult it is for Eng¬ 
land to replace Ian Bell. 

BEN STOKES 

Hit a stunning maiden Test cen¬ 
tury during the 5-0 whitewash of 


2013/14 and returns as one of, if 
not the, best all-rounders in the 
world. His 120 against the Aus¬ 
sies in Perth (195 balls, 18 fours, 
one six) was the highlight of 
England’s last tour and similar 
heroics will be needed again if 
another emphatic defeat is to be 
avoided.

McGrath stands as the most 
prolific seam bowler in history and 
achieved greatness not through 
stunning pace or vicious lateral 
movement, though he was able 
summon enough of both. 

Instead he was relentless in 
finding the right line and length on 
any given surface and probing it 
exhaustively. Famous for his refusal 
to offer cheap runs, he has the 
lowest average among the top 10 
wicket-takers. 


COURTNEY WALSH, West Indies 
(519 wkts, 132 Tests, 24.44 avg) 
Discussions on the greatest fast 
bowler to hail from the Caribbean 
tend to be long and involve a long 
list of contenders, including 
illustrious names such as Hampshire 
greats Malcolm Marshall and Andy 
Roberts as well as Joel Garner, Colin 
Croft, Michael Holding, Ian Bishop 
and Curtly Ambrose. 

But none of those had Walsh’s 
fortitude and staying power, as he 
clocked up 132 Test caps in 17 
years. No specialist paceman has 
ever played more. 

Like McGrath, Walsh was more 
work-horse than war machine in his 
devastating partnership with 
Ambrose but his natural height and 
bounce never failed to unsettle 
batsmen.

As no other top-order batsman 
has demanded inclusion, it makes 
sense for England to include an 
extra all-rounder. 

Woakes was dropped just one 
match into his comeback during 
the West Indies series. But if he 
can recover his zip he will be a 
useful addition. Averages more 
with the bat (32.6) than he does 
with the ball (30.14) in Test crick¬ 
et, the hallmark of a genuine all- 
rounder. 

Made his debut against Austral¬ 
ia at The Oval in 2013 but is yet to 
play an Ashes match in Australia. 

STUART BROAD 

It seems more than two years 
since Broad took 8-15 to help 
England clinch the urn at Trent 
Bridge. He has 84 Ashes wickets 
at 27.69 but his determination 
will be fuelled by what happened 
after his 6-81 in the first Test at 
Brisbane four years ago. Aus¬ 
tralia were bowled out for 295, but 
went onto win by 381 runs before 
winning the next four Tests for 
good measure. 

MASON CRANE 

Hampshire’s prodigious leg- 
spin talent is expected to make his 
Test debut this winter and hope¬ 
fully it will be before the final Test 
at Sydney, traditionally the most 
spin-friendly of Australia’s Test 
grounds. 

The 20 year-old is already 
known about in Australia after 
impressing so much in grade 
cricket that he was handed his 
Sheffield Shield debut for New 
South Wales, in so doing becom¬ 
ing the state’s first overseas 
player since the mid-1980s. With 
Adil Rashid now seemingly below 
Crane in the pecking order, it will 
be a big surprise if he does not 
make the squad. 

IAMES ANDERSON 

Arguably England’s greatest 
ever bowler, Anderson only needs 
14 wickets to go past Courtney 
Walsh and become Test cricket’s 
most prolific seamer after Glenn 
McGrath. It would be fitting if 
he goes into the top five of Test 
wicket-takers in Australia, which 
he should do if he stays fit. 

By his very high standards, 
Anderson’s Ashes record is rela¬ 
tively modest (87 wickets at 35.87) 
and will be desperate for him 
to repeat his form of 2010/11 (24 
wickets at 26.04). Should he do so 
he will establish himself in the 
pantheon of Ashes greats. 

|0S BUTTLER 

Likely to go as England’s 
second-choice wicketkeeper al¬ 
though Surrey’s Ben Foakes has 
a strong case to make the 16 too.

Essex have won their first

RYAN TEN DOESCHATE 

The South Africa-born former 
Netherlands international is 
much-travelled but has been a 
one-club man in England, and a 
driving force as captain since 
succeeding James Foster at the 
start of the promotion season last 
year. Initially an all-rounder, he 
bowls little these days but 
remains a banker with the bat in 
the middle order. 

JAMIE PORTER 

The Leytonstone-born seamer 
has had a wonderful season with 
64 championship wickets. Was on 
the verge of giving up his 
ambitions as a professional 
cricketer four years ago before 
re-committing to the cause. At 24, 
he has demonstrated his old- 
fashioned attributes of accuracy 
and durability can still be a 
winning combination. 

SIMON HARMER 

The signing of the season, 
across all sports perhaps.

Harmer’s arrival at Essex this year 
was first notable only because it 
fitted the topical narrative of a 
glut of South African Test players 
forsaking international cricket in 
order to secure a more 
predictable future as non¬ 
overseas players in England. He 
trails Porter by just one wicket at 
the top of the national tables and 
gave Essex’s season massive 
impetus with 14 in successive 
Chelmsford victories in June - 
remarkable mid-summer returns 
for any finger spinner. 

CHRIS SILVERWOOD 

Took over from his fellow 
Yorkshireman Paul Grayson as 
head coach at the start of last 
season, and has duly overseen 
back-to-back titles. The former 
Test seamer reportedly has a laid- 
back but hard-working and 
inclusive style. Whatever his 
specific methods, it is no surprise 
to hear the England management 
may be increasingly interested in 
Silverwood’s CV in their search 
for a new bowling coach. 

ALASTAIR COOK 

The former England captain was 
typically prolific to get his county 
up and running as he warmed up 
for the Test summer ahead in the 
early championship rounds of the 
season. His one-off mid-season 
return brought another 193 runs 
against the pink ball, in an 
opening stand of 373 with Nick 
Browne, and he tops Essex’s 
averages at 66.70 per innings.
